Taking several from the i>il>' he 
baude l them to Williams, sayiii;^, 'Now 
pay that rent. ' Thej were on the outer 
edge of the sidewalk, perliaps ten feet 
from me. yullivnn saw me, au<l taking 
Williams he led him some four or rive 
step.s further away. They had quit.- a 
talk, and I knew from the way that 
Williams liK^ked baok and laughed that 
they were talking about ma. l^ey came 
back after talking some minutes, and 
Sullivan, approacning me, said You 
mufit not take any oftense at anything I 
^ said to-day aa I wa« very busy and have 
haT«eT#i^d ; » ^reat many anpli<»tion8 for jobs I 
left the ea- 'That b all right) and be laughed, 

walking laoidly ah«ul toward Clark 
street I fSd to Williams. What did 
be say, anything about me?' Williams 
answered. 'No^ noi ntuoh; he doetin t 
have much to say, anjwj^. ' I asked. 
'Is he your banker?' He answered. 
'He's good enon^ banker for ua. ' I 
then left Williams, and weat baok to 
Dean's stable. 

"The following Wednesday,' that is 
the Wednesday oefore the murder, 1 
mjst Dan Coughlin on tk>ath Statu 
iteaat He aakeii me what I was doing 
and where I was living. I told him I 
was at Dean's liTery stable. Coughlin 
asked me how I wasued, and told me he 
would see me again. He called at the 
stable the Saturday following, and I

'.Yon are a d— m fool. ' 1 replied that it 
was mitihty hard time to make a dollar 
unless you t/K»k desperate chano«>s, and 
I was not quite prepareil to do tlujt. He 
said: 'Why don't you go do^vn and see 
Alexaiidej- SiUliv-unir' and I said I was 
not preimred to be sent to Plurojie. 
WillianiH turned to me, and looking me 
squarely in the fao^ said it would not 
be ueueseary for me to be sent out of 
tmvu iu this case. I aaked hi:u:

table, 1 asked : 'Has this anythnig to 
do with it?' 'You needn't guess agsw, ' 
Williams replied. "Tell me something 
about this thing. ' I said. Ton neednl 
know anything about it It is a deal, 
andyou willuotbe implioated.' Turn- 
ing aroui)d and lookuur me stadght in 
the fsoe^be aaked: T&M 70a one of 
them?' Ha lafmad to my neljodag the 
Fenians at tbatfiMflf thaOlBadanud. 
I replied 1 am. M awdi aa laver was, if 
I am paid for ii I hanre beei^ playing in 
despeSrate hard Inok. ' After talking un- 
til iihout 8 o'olodk we mnt to bed. I 
got up at 9 o'dodk tha next morning. 

"This must have been about the 'iOtb. 
of April I lookad about for aome place 
to wub. For the first time I noUoed 
how BoantilT the room was furnished. I 
said: 'You have lots of room, but very 
little furniture. ' Williams laughed, and 
replied: 'Yes, but I've a house in the 
country 'with a d— n sight less in it ' I 
asked him whet* it was. He said: 
'Never mind; it is juat oat here in the 
oountty.' 

"We went into the New Haven r.«s- 
taurant and had breakfast. I .^aid to him ; 
'I have got to go to the ham, ' meaning 
Down's. He replied: 'I won t keep 
vou but a little while. Y(3u cjan d<j better 
llian y ui arc doing tliere. Why don't you 
gci ;in 1 SI > .\li-\ander Sullivan/'

1 him. We walked on together down to- 
! ward Lincoln park. To go back T re- 
' member now that I saw Williams 0:1 
' <'entei)iiial day. He a.sked me whether 
i I had seen Coughlin and I told Imn u-). 
I und asked him what wius the use ,ii' 
them. Hes.'iid; 'Oh, nothing' but I 
am in a litinv now.' I lost luin in the 
crovvil, and i-oiuing over to State street 
some one hit me on the shoulder. I 
tnnied and saw it wiis Coughlin. He 
asked me whether I had seen Williams. 
I told him where I had seen liini. He 
then iLsked me to take a uot<' over to 
Alexandi-r SullivaiL He wrot.e a n 'te 
in alphabetical cip}u>r. I un,iei>-to, 1, 1 
the cipher, lus it was the same ti!:it w.js 
used by the FeniaiiS when I was sta- 
tioned at Xiagara. The principle v^:;.^ 
the employment of every seventh h-tt^'r 
from the one intewlBd. He told in«; to 
take it up to Sullivan's ofliue. I a.ske<l 
him if, in cjuse Stufivan was not in. 
whether I tJiould leowe tlje lett^-r. He 
told me no, to tear it up if I could nor 
delivej it to Sullivan p«!rsoually. 1 did 
not do this, and the letV.r read.s: '(jo- 
iug up to P. O. Sullivan's.' 

"To oome down to the night of the 
murder; After meeting Coughlin we 
walked toward Linooln Park. He asked 
me if I oould get a horse and wagon 
that night, sometninff tliat would carrv 
a trunk. I informea him that we hail 
a light rig in the stable. He said that 
was just the thing. He told me there 
was i'la in it for tne if I oould get tne 
horse and wagon and have it in a desig- 
nated spot on Linooln avenue before 2 
o'olook the next morning. That even- 
ing I staved around the stable, playing 
cards with a Mr. Senica, a man uanit'd 
Howard and another named Bates. We 
played until 10:30 or 11 o'clock. Bates 
went away at about U o'clock, and I 
waited an how and a half and then led 
the gray ouure down the stain. I put u 
blanket ahead of her, over which she 
walked to prevent tlie noise. There 
no truth in any storj that her feet we , 
covered with pada, 1 had left the wagon 
iu tlie alley and I hitched ap and drove 
up Linooln avennei 

"When Coughlin paid me the i|25 he 
inftairmed me that I would be met at 
Linooln avenne by two men. I was t«> 
approaoh them and inquire of them 
where Frank Willianu lived. Thev 
would then get into the buggy with mi\ 
On arriving near Aahlandavenue and 
Lincoln two mm jumped into tie 
wagon without a word. Ireoognized one 
of them as a man by the name of 
O'Shea, alias Mike McDougall, who was 
a machinist or blacksmith fi-om Phila- 
delphia. I had known him in Wicliita. 
Kan. BfoDongall is a man about five 
feet six indhes In height, from 40 to ir, 
years old. and wears a nearly black mus- 
tache. Both his hair and mustadie a e 
turning gray. The other man was :\lel- 
ville. Jlelville is about live feet .deven 
inches. He is a heavy built, tin, k-set 
man. I have met him "in Peoria iii ii du- 
uection with Irish niatt«TH. 

"Tliey ordei(>d me to turn to the light 
on Ashfand avenue, and direet d nie ii> 
drive light uj) ti' the c it.ta^'e The two 
men Uieu jii:np.;d out and went in. 
There was a dim light in tlie front rooi;i. 
After waiti;;;.; a t'e'.v niimitcH I 'Jiink it

Tfaisre is a 
little hill there, on the top of which ore 
a number of trees. 

"They or 'e:vd me to stop there, and 
at that time it was intended to take the 
trunk into the lake, as I heani them say 
they had .spotted a boat for that purj ose 
during tiie ilay. Tliey took the tnink 
ou*, hut Melville became frightened, 
thinking that a policeman was perhaps 
following. They lifted the trunk back 
into the wag n and told me to dri.e 01. 
I asked : Where sball I go?' Melvi.le 
faid, 'Anywliera just keep raovine;; I 
am afraid we are being followed. ' Will- 
iams turned to Memlic, and said: 
'Good God, the sewer is just as good a 
place as any. ' The first sewer we oniue 
to, Melville said to me: 'This will do. 

"Melville and Williams jumped on;. 
I went to the horse's head. Melviiie 
took hold of the tmnk on the top, but 
conld not lift it, and called to Willia.us 
to help him. Melville jumped into tlie 
wagon and lifted one end of the tnr. k 
near the wheel. Williams gi-ablied it 
by the handle, gave it a je. k and tine v 
it to to the ground. The weight of th.' 
body raised the lid. The trunk was not 
turned ove-. nor was the liody thiown 
out Tliey c a-ried the tituik to the 
newer, K Jiil tried to crowd it all do. \n. 
I heard Williams say, 'We can't dam|> i; 
in.' 

"Thii next thing I saw they hud lifte<l 
the tnnik lengthwise and let the body 
drop liead foremost into the sewer. 
They then trieil to crowd the trunk in 
after the body. landing they eould not 
do this. Melville said. ''We can take this 
back and burn it. ' WillianiK said, 'We 
can't bum it at ouco.' At this time I 
called out, 'Ciot in, for Qod'a aaka, and 
let's get back. ' 

"We diove back to Edgewater, where 
Williams and Melville got out and 
started ft)r the lake, carrying a little 
medieeiie c:ise. which had been lying at 
our fet't. While they were down there, 
I saw some one ajiproocli. The man was 
perhaps twenty or thirty feet away from 
me when I first saw him. I juiUed the 
rains upon the mare, at the sametime 
calling 'Whoii,' loud enough to be heard 
some distance. In a still louded t<jiie of 
voice I called out: 'Hello; goo<l even- 
ing,' I .saw then ho was a ])olio,'niaii. 
He exclaimed: 'Isn't this a pietty late 
hour to be out?' . I said: 'Yea; I have 
lost my way and am looking for the 
Luke Shore "drive.* Joat then Melville 
aud Williama oama op hoai the lake 
and Melville aaid: T oan't find any 
road. 

"The polict man told us we wotild 
hayo to go back on Evanstou avenue. 
At*tliiB time the trunk was iu the w:igon. 
After Melville got into the w;igou he 
rubl>ed his hands together and knocked 
considerable sand over my clothes. 
From this I 'wae satisHed that they had 
buried the instniments near that spot 
They did not bring them buck with 
them. We then turned citvwaril. by 
way of Evnnston avenue. At'ter d ri vi 1 1 g 
a snort distance, Melville sold to Wil 
Hams: 'I wonder whether that d- n 
fool will see to the oottage and cover up 
things, or whetner he will get scared 
Wilfiams said: 'I think Annie will 
oome over and heln him. She has more 
nerve than he haa, 

"Aftei- goiug a short dtatanee^ I pnlle I 
an, as I thought I heard tlie aotuul of 
wheels in the gravaL We ware than on 
a oountiy aroaa road I called out 
listen. ' We heatd the sound of wheel 
plainly, and I aaid: 'There comes a 
team.'^ Williams said: 'My Qod. so 
thereis.' laaid: 'Lafagetridof this 
trunk It looks sospioioaa from the out- 
side ' Williams got oat and took the 
trunk, carrying it to the fence aud high 
bushes and threw it over. He came 
back and I walked the horse a short dis- 
tance until the team had passed oat of 
hearing. We came baok by way of Ash 
land avenue, and went past the cottage 
As we passed we saw a women going in 
the bock way. Just before we reaehed 
Webster avenue, I asked Melville, 
'What about the clothes, have you got 
ridofthi'iny He said: 'Oh! that's all 
right, we 11 atten<l to them.' Then 
turning to Williams he said: "You h;ul 
better go out to the house t<.>-morrovV 
and see that things are cleared up 
Williams replied : 'No, we liave been 
around there enough already. We will 
let Dan to attend to that. ' 

"At that time we were near Beldei 
avenue, and I turned to Melville and 
asked; 'Are you going right down to 
the liarii with me?' He aatiwcred : 'So, 
are we near tliero?' and I .said yes. 
They then got out. I s:ijd to them: I 
will see you to-morrow.' Melville an 
swered: 'I don't know, I may not be 
in town. You hav« as good a seheme as 
you want now. I asked what that was, 
and ho rejilieil: You won t need any 
training to work -Vlock. ' I.snid: Weil 
I 8U))ix)»e 1 stiiid in with you'/' lli> re 
plied: 'No, you ilon't stand in on our 
oet It is every m;iii for himself now. 
As thev left me, Williams said; "Don' 
strike liini too heavy ; there is ;i good 
many of us ' I rejdied : 'Yes, the man

St. PETERsnrno, ,fw>e 17.— The mar- 
riage of the (trand Duke Paul, nephew 
of the czar, to the Erincess Alexandria of 
Oreeoe was celebrated at i o'clock yea- 
terday afternoon at the chapel of the 
Winter palace. Tliere ■was a brilliant 
gathering of officers and di})lomat8 ia 
full uniform. The ladies present wore 
mediaeval Kussiau dresses. The bride's 
dress were of silk mohair, embroidered 
'With silver Howera. She wore her hair 
in long flowing carls, the tra<1itioual 
marriage custom among the Russians, 
and upon her iiead was the heavy gohl 
crowfi. studded with gems, worn by all 
Romanaff brides for a century or more. 

There was a grand state dinner at the 
palace in the evening in honor of the 
event and thu czar toasted the happy 
pair. The dinner was followed by a oall 
and when the festi\nties were concluded 
the bride aud groom departed lor their 
residence on the Neva quay. They ware 
escorted thither by the wedding gnesta, 
and amid the vooiferoiu congrarolations 
of hundreds of cheery voices and the 
din of martiiU music tne newly weddad 
pair were set down at their own door.
